ASTHE climax to an extraordinary period of 
mourning for Her Majesty approaches, her 
children stood in silent tribute to their 
beloved mother last night. 

With heads bowed as scores of members of 
the public filed past to pay their respects to 
the Queen, her son King Charles and his sib- 
lings Anne, Andrew and Edward mounted 
one last emotional vigil around her coffin. 

People who had waited seven or eight 
hours in the queue to see the sovereign lying 
in state in Westminster Hall were also 
greeted by th ht of the senior Royals. 

The King looked as if he was bearing a 
heavy burden as he walked down the hall 
steps to begin the 15-minute vigil.

Charles and his solemn siblings stood in 
silent contemplation as they guarded the cat- 
afalque alongside four flickering candles. 

The King, in full Royal Navy ceremonial 
dress, appeared to rock gently back and forth 
on his heels.

Anne, wearing the uniform of the Blues and 
Royals, was motionless — despite a man wav-

ing at her. Prince Edward, on the opposite 
side to his sister and like his siblings facing 
away from their mother's coffin, was stock- 
still too, dressed in Blues Uniform with the 
rank of Honorary Royal Colonel of the 
Royal Wessex Yeomanry. 

Their duty finally done, the four left 
Westminster Hall to a round of applause 
from the passing public mourners. 

Other members of the Royal Family, 
including the Queen Consort, Vice-Admiral 
SirTim Laurence and the Countess of Wessex 
looked on. 

The Royal party also included Princess 
Beatrice and Princess Eugenie; the Lady 
Louise Mountbatten-Windsor and James, 
Viscount Severn; Peter Phillips; Zara and 
Mike Tindall; the Duke and Duchess of 


Gloucester; the Duke of Kent; Prince and 
Princess Michael of Kent, Princess 
Alexandra, the Hon Lady Ogilvy. 

Today the Queen's grandchildren too will 
participate in a vigil at her coffin, with the 
Duke of Sussex joining his brother the 
Prince of Wales in wearing uniform. 

Sources said that the decision to let Harry 
don military dress was made by the King. 

After Her Majesty's children left last night, 
the queuing moumers continued their 
respectful journey past her coffin, many with 
tears in their eyes. 

There are just two days left for the late 
Queen to lie in state. Although almost half a 
million people are expected to pass by her 
flag-draped casket, many of those still in line 
last night were warned to expect a 24-hour 


wait. It will not deter them, such is the love 
for our Queen. 

Her funeral on Monday in its scale, solem- 
nity and splendour promises to be the most 
memorable Royal event in British history. 
Jubilees and coronations will pale in com- 
parison to the epic ceremony, reflecting the 
depth of devotion to Elizabeth II. 

Since Her Majesty's death last week, there 
has been a remarkable cavalcade of ritual 
and remembrance, acting as a channel for 
our grief at her loss, our veneration for her 
service and our hopes for the new monarch. 

Yet the reservoir of sacrament and specta- 
cle has not run dry. Even now, the rites for 
our late sovereign still retain the capacity to 
tug at our heart strings. 

Yesterday evening was such an event with 


the Queen's four children mounting their 
poignant vigil. 

A stirring, poignant scene made all the 
more moving by their stillness, all resplend- 
ent in their uniforms but united in sorrow. 

On this evocative occasion, only the stern- 
est of puritans would have denied the right 
of Prince Andrew, currently embroiled in 
scandal, to wear military dress. 

After all, of the quartet he saw the tough- 
est action, having served as a naval helicop- 
ter pilot in the Falklands War. 

The siblings were well supported from the 
sidelines — Camilla, Sophie and Sir Tim 
Laurence watching on. Princess Beatrice and 
Princess Eugenie were there to support their

father. The mood of the whole family was 
captured perfectly in a statement issued yes- 
terday afternoon by the Earl of Wessex, 
whose wife Sophie was particularly close to 
the Queen. 

He said: “We have been overwhelmed by 
the tide of emotion that has engulfed us. 

“The Queen's passing has left an unimagi- 
nable void in all our lives.” 

But Prince Edward also expressed his grat- 
itude to so many members of the public who 
“have gone out of their way to express their 
own love, admiration and respect to such a 
very special and unique person who was 
always there for us.” 

He concluded by urging that “may her 
memory be long cherished” as her baton of 


service is passed to his elder brother, King 
Charles III. 

The quartet had carried out the same rit- 
ual on Monday night when the Queen lay at 
restin St Giles' Cathedral in Edinburgh. 

But yesterday evening the vigil had an 
extra dimension of grandeur, both because 
of the historic national setting of Westminster 
Hall and owing to the imminence of the 
State Funeral. 

Such a tradition, known as the Vigil of the 
Princes, has been performed twice before in 
this Hall: 

In 2002 for the Queen Mother and in 1936 
for George V, involving the errant new King 
Edward VIII and his three siblings — the 
Dukes of York, Gloucester and Kent. 

That latter vigil took place long after mid- 
night when the Hall was closed to the public,

so there were few witnesses. Nor, in contrast 
to yesterday's ceremony, were any cameras 
allowed so the only record was a painting by 
Frank Beresford who later became a 
renowned war artist for the RAF and for the 
US Air Force. 

The work took him 37 hours, but was so 
impressive that the widowed Queen Mary 
bought it and gave it to the new King. 

The sense of time running out before the 
Queen's Monday funeral gave a further 
impetus to the phenomenal queues that 
extended from Westminster Hall over the 
Thames and all the way along its south bank 
to Bermondsey. 

At one stage yesterday, the lines had to be 
temporarily closed and once reopened, they 
involved waits of up to 24 hours. 

The queue's length, which far exceeds all 


expectations, has been another indicator of 
the public's determination to honour Her 
Majesty, regardless of the inconvenience or 
hardship caused. 

As mourning mum Kate Bailey, who took 
along her seven-month old baby, put it: “The 
Queen did so much for us, didn't she? So this 
is the least we could do” 

Indeed, the virtues required to cope with 
the miles-long queues mirror those exhibited 
by Her Majesty herself: stoicism, patience 
self-sacrifice and tolerance. 

That explains why the line has become 
part of the fabric of national homage; a kind 
of unofficial, unfolding ceremony in itself. 

The glittering pomp might be absent in 
this river of humanity, but among the partici- 
pants there is the same reverence for the late 
sovereign that inspires the military, political

A VIGIL by the Queen's 
grandchildren is a neat 
solution to a controversy 
that had threatened to 
cast a shadow over the 
build-up to the late 
monarch's funeral. 

In deciding that 
non-working members 
of the Royal Family 
should be banned from 
wearing their military 
uniform, the King was 
only following normal 
practice. 

But when he 
subsequently gave his 
disgraced brother Prince 
Andrew — a veteran of 
the 1982 Falklands 
War — special permission 
to wear uniform for a 
vigil by the Queen's 
children at her coffin 
last night, he also left 
his son Prince Harry 
exposed. 

The decision to hold 
another vigil involving 
the Queen's eight 
grandchildren this 
evening offers the 
opportunity for Harry — 
who served two tours of 
duty as an Army officer 
in Afghanistan — to also 
wear uniform for a few 
moments and have his 
military record 
honoured. 

Itis an olive branch 
from the King towards 
his fractious son, 
although there is no 
suggestion that Harry 
was complaining about 
any ofiton this 
occasion. 

He and the rest of the 
family have tried to put 
their differences aside 
for now to ensure that 
the focus remains on 
honouring his late 
grandmother. 

Allowing both of the 
Royal Family's most 
recent war veterans a 
brief exemption at one 
event each, from the 
normal rule that only 
members of the family 
with military patronages 
wear uniform, should do 
exactly that. 


AN intervention by the King will 
mean Prince Harry can wear his 
military uniform when he and 
William unite for a solemn vigil. 

The brothers will stand at the 
head and foot of Her Majesty's 
coffin as they partake in a special 
act of remembrance tonight. 

All eight of the monarch's 
grandchildren will attend — with 
Princess Beatrice, 34, and 
Princess Eugenie, 32, Zara 
Tindall, 41, Peter Phillips, 44, 
Lady Louise, 18, and James, 
Viscount Severn, 14, also present. 

The relatives will stand in quiet 
contemplation around their 
grandmother for 15 minutes. 

Despite Harry no longer being 
a working royal, it was confirmed 
yesterday that his father Charles, 
73, had requested both his sons 
wear their military outfits. 

This will spare Harry having to 
wear a plain morning suit, like his 
uncle Prince Andrew, once again. 

Both parties saw the gesture by 
Charles as an act of “potential 
reconciliation” between the King 
and his son, who is now based in 
the US, royal sources confirmed. 

And they stated that the King 
intervened as “it was the Queen's 
long-held wish” in the planning 
of her funeral, that William and 
Harry would be dressed in their 
military uniforms. 

A source close to the Duke's 
camp said he was “honoured and 
delighted”, while a royal source 
said he “will wear his uniform as 
a mark of respect for his beloved 
grandmother but also the Queen 
and country he served”. 

They added: “All the family 
believe this is the just and right 
decision, of course” 

The Duke of Sussex wore his

THOSE hoping to see the Queen lying in 
state were warned last night they face a 
24-hour wait after the line was paused twice 
— and a queue formed for The Queue. 

The stream of mourners heading for 
Westminster Hall stretched to five miles 
yesterday, alongside the River Thames to 
Southwark Park in south-east London. 

The line of well-wishers, now visible from 
space, could be closed up to 24 hours before 
the lying-in-state ends at 6.30am on Monday, 
prior to the monarch's state funeral. 

Tens of thousands of people packed a 
three-mile zigzag in the Bermondsey venue 
and by 9.50am officials announced it would 
close and asked people to stay away for six 
hours until at least 4pm. 

But still they came. Around 50 people 
every minute continued to arrive until the 
park was shut to new entrants at 11.35am. 

A queue to join what has been dubbed 
The Queue immediately formed as people 
begged to be admitted for what was then a 
14-hour wait. 

Those lucky to be in the park itself entered 
a series of pens and were ushered through 
three zones, typically taking three hours to 
cross. The massed thousands stood patiently

HIS Majesty's public came out in force to 
give condolences and best wishes to King 
Charles during a whirlwind tour of the 
Welsh capital yesterday. 

Thousands waved flags and chanted “God 
Save the King” when the new King and 
Queen Consort Camilla arrived in Cardiff. 

The royal couple's visit began with a ser- 
vice of prayer and reflection at Llandaff 
Cathedral, where some people had waited 
since 3.30am to catch a glimpse of them. 

Hundreds, including schoolchildren, 
greeted the grieving royals with cheers, 
applause and flowers wherever they went. 

Excited well-wishers lined the route as a 
motorcade took the King and Camilla from 
one engagement to the next. 

The smiling monarch looked equally as 
happy to see his subjects, often waving back 
at his adoring public. 

His arrival in Cardiff marked the final stop 
on a tour of the home nations, following vis- 
its to Scotland, Northern Ireland and 
England earlier this week. 

The Queen was described as a “towering 
figure on the world stage” during 
the memorial service. - 

In his address, the Most 
Rev Andy John, the 
Archbishop of Wales, 
said: “Her ability to , 
influence, to utilise / 
soft power — no less 
significant, no less 
authoritative — 
illustrates the wise 
and careful 
thought she 
brought to her role. 

“Prime ministers 
found that she was a 4, 
trusted  confidante.

A crowd of several hundred then 
cheered as the King and Queen Consort 
travelled to the Welsh Parliament building in 
a Rolls-Royce. 

Soldiers from the 1st Battalion Welsh 
Guards, Ist The Queen's Dragoon Guards, 
and The Royal Welsh, sailors from the Royal 
Navy, and RAF personnel flanked the route 
between the cathedral and the Senedd. 
Trumpeters from the Regimental Band and 
Corps of the Drums of The Royal Welsh also 
performed. 

Inside the Welsh Parliament, King Charles 
expressed “immense gratitude” for his time 
serving as Prince of Wales, as he said his son, 
William — the new Prince — also held a deep 
love for the country. 

In his speech, delivered partly in Welsh, 
the King said that Wales “could not have 
been closer” to the heart of his mother, 
Queen Elizabeth II. 

The monarch was responding to a motion 
of condolence offered by Mr Drakeford, who 
described the late Queen's reign as “unri- 
valled in its length and its reach”.

THE death of any monarch raises 
profound questions about the institution 
of royalty itself. 

Republicans and monarchists battle 
it out to see whose arguments resonate 
best with the public. 

And although Britain arguably boasts 
the most successful constitutional 
monarchy the world has ever seen, 
questions are still being raised over the 
role of the institution in a post-colonial, 
21st-century Britain. 

Naturally, this has also brought into 
question the role of the Commonwealth. 

As someone who grew up in Ghana, 
Ihave been surprised by how little 
understanding critics of this institution 
seem to have. 

Over the past few days, critics have 
called for everything from the Royal 
Family going on a global “apology 
tour”, to disbanding it entirely. 

Of course, such naive, virtue-signalling 
demands are often made by sour-faced 
republicans with limited knowledge of 
member states. 

The Commonwealth is an entirely free 
association of equal, self-governing states, 
bound together by shared traditions, 
institutions, and most importantly, 
economic self-interest. It has a combined 
population of 2.4 billion people, making 
up almost a third of the world's 
population. And the values binding all 
these people together include democracy, 
human rights, and gender equality. On the 
face of it, there's very little to object to. 

I would argue the Commonwealth is 
the Queen's most significant legacy — 
taking the budding and unstable union of 
seven countries to 56 in her lifetime. 

We observed in real-time how her 
warmth and relentless dedication to 
embodying British values saw even the 
staunchest anti-monarchists join the fold. 
A perfect example of this 
is Kwame Nkrumah, 
Ghana's first president 
and a raging socialist. 

Ata time when his 
country's ruling elite were 
pressing for closer 
alignment with the Soviet 
bloc, it was Her Majesty's 
1961 trip to Accra and 
subsequent foxtrot with 
Dr Nkrumah at an official 
ball in Accra that changed 
the tide. 

Many former British colonies followed 
Ghana's lead and became members. To 
the organisation's credit, even countries 
that were never part of Empire opted to 
join: including Rwanda, Mozambique 
and, most recently, Togo and Gabon. 

How many countries can boast of 
uniting such an array of countries in the 
pursuit of universal ideals like tolerance, 
peace and the rule of law? 

Even the United States, which came out 
of the Second World War as the globe's 
leading superpower, has yet to achieve 
such a feat. Every Briton should be proud 
of this legacy that we share. Moreover, 
there is a symbolic significance lost on 
many of its critics. Although some have

labelled the Commonwealth as 
continuing the evil legacy of the Empire, 
it was the Queen who oversaw its mass 
dissolution and decolonisation. She 
championed the largely peaceful 
transition towards democracy. 

Many on the Left have branded the 
Commonwealth a “gilded cage”, yet the 
independent states who chose to join it 
didn't see it this way. They saw it as a 
living, breathing legacy that sought to 
enshrine fundamental rights, far removed 
from the volatile whims 
of corrupt politicians, 
activists, and even 
outdated constitutions. 

Why look to a single 
politician as the defender 
of liberty, rather than 
upholding an institution 
that remains a symbol 
of hope for its 
2.4 billion members 
across the world? 

The monarchy is a 
constant reminder 
of the fight to be better, as Britain 
herself embodies. 

Equally, the cultural relevance of the 
Commonwealth cannot be overlooked. 

Commonwealth members occupy 
regions of the world which are more 
naturally inclined to British values than 
many modern Britons themselves. 

Values such as duty, family and 
patriotism may be more fashionable 
in these communities than in their 
traditional British counterparts. 

The passing of the Queen and the 
crowning of our new monarch King 
Charles III has made one thing very clear: 
Commonwealth critics don't see how 
patronising and unhelpful they are. Those 


who would abolish the institution or 
weaken its legitimacy by rebranding its 
legacy are selfish and short-sighted. 

They have never spared a thought to 
the billions of people who chose to 
become part of the Commonwealth. 

What good does constant 
self-flagellation and apologising for 
the past sins of dead people do for the 
people in the Commonwealth? 

Who benefits from shallow displays of 
sanctimonious self-aggrandising? 

Whose life does it improve? 

Critics of the Commonwealth 
demanding an “apology tour” are 
detached from reality. Of course, 
reconciliation was never their point. It 
was always to be as disparaging about 
Britain and its history as possible. 

I will be the first to admit Britain's 
history is complicated and nuanced, 
filled in equal measure with atrocities 
and developments. 

But the fact that more than 90 per cent 
of Commonwealth members are located 
in Africa and Asia, should put to rest 
ridiculous arguments about the institution 
being a symbol of white supremacy. 

The most important point to reiterate is 
the Commonwealth's role in the modern 
world. Much to the chagrin of a hostile 
few, post-Brexit Britain still has an 
important role to play in the world. 

In an increasingly tense global 
landscape with the threat of Russia and 
China expanding their ideological reach 
beyond their borders, the Commonwealth 
presents a rare gift to reassert British 
values around the world. 

If my generation is wise, it will seek to 
cherish and strengthen this legacy, instead 
of needlessly casting it aside for a much 
darker unknown.

POLICING the Queen's funeral will 
be a bigger operation than the London 
Olympics, a Scotland Yard chief 
revealed yesterday. 

The scale of the challenge of protect- 
ing world leaders, hundreds of VIPs 
and potentially millions of mourners 
will mean more than 15,500 officers 
on duty on Monday. 

Around 13,500 officers are ear 
marked for the capital with a further 
2,000 at Windsor for the Queen's 
committal. 

Almost every police force in Britain 
has sent officers for the funeral service 
and burial of Queen Elizabeth. 

The “hugely complex” operation is 
the biggest ever mounted by the 
Metropolitan Police, said Deputy 
Assistant Commissioner Stuart Cundy. 

He declined to reveal exact numbers 
but said it would be greater than the 
2012 Olympics when 10,000 police 
were on duty each day. 

Working with a range of other agen- 
cies, the Yard has drawn up contin- 
gency plans to deal with a range of

THESE days it is taken for granted that 
environmental challenges are serious and urgent. 
Disappearing wildlife, polluted rivers, lack of 
water, floods and dirty air are among the 
pressures that blight the world and lives. 

Fifty years ago, these subjects were far less 
known about, and far less was being done 
to fix them. No one has worked harder to bring 
about the present awareness and action 
than our new King. 

It has been my privilege to have played some 
small part in helping him on this long journey. 

While he was Prince of Wales I assisted King 
Charles in writing two books, worked as an 
environmental adviser and helped with some of 
his initiatives, including those focused on saving 
the rainforests and encouraging businesses to do 
more for the environment. 

I have learnt so much from what he has been 
thinking, including through helping to write his 
2010 book Harmony. 


Wisdom 


This was much more than an environmental 
book. It is a unified world view, derived of a vast 
body of reading, conversation with experts, 
personal experience and his wide travels across 
the world. In that book is powerful wisdom, 
including reflections on how our world is on a 
dangerous path, in large part because we have 
lost sight of the fundamental extent to which our 
civilization depends on a healthy planet. 

His message was the more we destroy nature, 
then the more we imperil the welfare of people. 

Charles's ideas increasingly pushed against the 
once mainstream view that we must tolerate the 
progressive destruction of nature to fuel 
economic growth. 

The belief that it is necessary 
down more forests, destroy soils, 
poison the sea and drive extinc- 
tions to create wealth and jobs 
was, he said, a disastrous 
misconception. 

What we should do instead, 
he argued, is to foster the 
recovery of the natural world 
so as to secure our economic 
future. As crops wither in

No one knows how he will work on these 
issues now that he has acceded to the throne, but 
whatever he is able to do I have every hope that 
the baton he carried as Prince of Wales will also 
be handed to the new holder of that position. 

In June during Her Majesty's Platinum Jubilee 
celebrations, Prince William gave a powerful 
speech focused on the very same subjects for 
which our new King is so well known. 

The sense of urgency our King has attached to 
these questions for so long was never more well 
placed. I hope his legacy will drive a redoubling 
of effort toward the adoption of solutions.

KING Charles spent at least 
five decades championing the 
environment while Prince of Wales. 

As an outspoken advocate for 
climate and biodiversity, the new 
King has kept the desire to protect 
the planet for future generations 
close to his heart. 

In 1970, aged 21, he first spoke to 
the public about his concerns. 

He told the Countryside Steering 
Committee for Wales about the 
“growing menace of oil pollution 
at sea,” spoke of chemicals 
being discharged into rivers 
and called attention to the gases 
being “pumped out by endless cars 
and aeroplanes”.

Since then, he has become a 
leading environmentalist who is 
respected in the UK and around 
the world. 

He has backed charities, 
championed campaign groups 
and become personally involved in 
conversations with world leaders 
about the climate crisis. 

In the 1980s, the King began 
transforming his estate in 
Gloucestershire into a haven for 
organic farming. 

The gardens at Highgrove House 
are world renowned for their 
advancements in sustainability 
and biodiversity. 

Speaking at the opening 
ceremony of the United Nations 
Climate Change Conference in 
Glasgow last year, he urged 
world leaders to work together to

save the planet. He said: “l can 
only urge you, as the world's 
decision-makers, to find practical 
ways of overcoming differences 
so we can all get down to work, 
together, to rescue this 

precious planet and save 

the threatened future of our 
young people.” 

In 2018, the former Prince of 
Wales announced a global call to 
action to save coral reefs from 
complete global collapse. 

He said: “There can be no doubt 
that we are at a critical tipping 
point, where we will either ensure 
or fatally compromise our ability to 
safeguard the world's coral reefs 
and the species that will support 
future generations of humans and 
countless other species.” 

Earlier this year, he laid out a 
five point plan to protect at least 
30 per cent of the ocean by 2030, 
increasing this to 50 per cent 
by 2050. 

His championing of 
environmental causes continued 
this week when the King asked 
for the Queen's Green Canopy 
initiative to be extended into the 
spring next year to allow people 
to turn it into a memorial for 
his mother. 

The canopy was set up to get 
people to “plant a tree for the 
Jubilee” with tens of thousands of 
saplings settled into the soil to 
provide a lasting legacy for the 
reign of Elizabeth Il.

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ALWAYS thought I knew what patriot- 

ism meant. But I didn't, until the death 

of Elizabeth R. I'd believed it was a con- 

cept about loyalty and allegiance to a 

country. But now I see that for most of 

us it's always been about loyalty and 
allegiance to one woman who, whether we 
realised it or not, was the living, breathing 
embodiment ofit. 

Our Queen was the ultimate patriot — the 
reason so many of us loved and felt proud of 
our country. 

I only realised it this week seeing her cof- 
fin lying in state in Westminster Hall — that 
ancient meeting place where, down the dec- 
ades, our Queen has stood and addressed 
governments and the British people on grand 
state occasions. 

Now, she's back there for one final time 
and seeing her reminded me that patriotism 
is what unites us in times of crisis. 

Elizabeth has done that — faultlessly — for 
seven decades. 

So, maybe for us patriotism isn't about a 
concept — it's about the woman lying in that 
coffin. And it's what makes the loss of her so 
hellish. Without her, it feels like our sense of 
identity is uncertain. Who are we? How will 
the world see us without her? 

Ask yourself today — has there ever been a 
time when you've felt prouder of your coun- 
try than you do right now? 

T look at us all, at our outpouring of love 
for her, at the lengths people are going to see 
her for one last time, at the respect in which 
she's held, and Pm blown away with pride 
for the British people. 

How patriotic did you feel seeing her cof- 
fin being carried down The Mall on that gun- 
carriage flanked by those beauteous soldiers 
with their ramrod-straight backs, their spot- 
less, colourful uniforms, shoes shining like 
glass, sporting bearskins and plumes, and 
never a misstep on that long walk to 
Westminster Hall? 

Didn't you know then that no country on 
earth could have pulled that off the way we 
did — and all for the woman who for 70 years 
has been the beating heart of our patriotism. 

I can't remember a time when this little 
nation felt more united. And that's because 
of our Queen who in life — but especially in 
death — has brought us together in a way 1 
didn't think possible. And I keep asking 
myself: is it about love for her or love for our 
country or are the two so inextricably inter- 
twined they're impossible to separate and 
represent the same thing — patriotism? 

And I think the answer to that is, “Yes”. I 
watched people of every colour, every age, 
every creed, every class queue for endless 
hours to say goodbye.

STRAINER to the Queen's beloved 

racehorses over nearly two decades, 

Andrew Balding says he will “cher- 

ish forever” the incredible trust she 

placed in him to work together on 

her biggest passion describing it as 
“an absolute honour” as he pays a poignant 
tribute to the nation's longest serving 
monarch. 

Readily admitting she has left a “huge 
void” at Park House Stables, Kingsclere, near 
Newbury, Berkshire, which houses 10 of her 
horses, Andrew says she was not only incred- 
ibly knowledgeable about racing but also 
highly competitive. 

Brother to TV's Clare Balding, Andrew — 
whose grandfather, father and uncle also 
trained the Queen's horses before him — 
smiles as he reveals her final racing ambition, 
sadly unfulfilled, was to win the Epsom 
Derby. 

“We were hugely privileged as a family to 
have trained the Queen's horses,” says 
Andrew as he reflects on his time working 
with her. “My grandad trained the Queen's 
horses, so did my uncle, my dad and me... 
it's something I will cherish forever. 

“She has left a huge void and it will take a 
good while to come to terms with the fact 
that someone we had the absolute joy and 
privilege of speaking to and sharing her 
hobby — which is our job essentially — is no 
longer here. 

“I did speak with her regularly and we 
spoke before each run. She had 10 horses 
with me and she was very passionate about 
racing and very knowledgeable. 

“She was as competitive as anyone and 
she had raced horses since the 50s — but she 
never won the Derby. That was her absolute 
number one ambition.” 

Understandably keen to keep his many 
conversations with the Queen private, he 
adds: “I have got plenty of anecdotes that I 
want to keep in private but in general, what I 
would say is she was every bit as lovely as 
you would expect her to be. People ask me, 
“What's the Queen like? and I always say she 
was exactly what you would like her to be. 
Like many others who have expressed this, 
she also had a fantastic sense of humour” 

He says it is still too raw to even contem- 
plate how they will pay their own personal 
tribute to the Queen, but he hopes to be able 
to continue the long-lasting relationship his 
stables have enjoyed with the Royal Family 
over many decades. 

“Everything is on hold at the moment”, 
adds Andrew. “But we would love to carry on 
her legacy and her passion. She bred these 
horses; she had some hand in creating them 
and we would love to carry on her amazing 
work” 

Andrew is chatting today ahead of the 
forthcoming release of a new fly-on-the-wall 
Prime Video documentary | series, 
Horsepower, which follows the trials and 
tribulations of his life as a horse trainer for

around 60 or so clients, who as well as the 
Queen include Sir Alex Ferguson. 

He hopes the new documentary series will 
attract non-race lovers to the sport and show 
that it is not simply for an elite handful. 

“We want to make racing accessible to 
everyone)” he explains. “There can be that 
feeling of “ can't access racing because it's 
for the elite” but that is not the case. At 
Kingsclere, my family business, it is very 
much an enormous team game and I really 
hope people watching will see that.” 


NE member who is very much part 
of the team is his elder sister, Clare, 
who whilst she doesn't help on a 
day-to-day basis still makes visits most week- 
ends. She is, he says, “part of the furniture”. 


“Clare visits most weekends and she is part 
of the furniture” adds Andrew. “She is 
always there [for us] and always a 
supporter” 

Recalling many happy times together 
growing up, he jokes he would always 
“play the games she told me to play”. 

“I would have to do whatever she 
told me to do and 1 played the games 
she told me to!” says Andrew, laughing 
as he does. 

“We are competitive when it comes 
to a game of golf or tennis but we do 
two different things and so we can 
support each other. We are both happy 
for each other's success and I am very 
proud of her” 

Like his sister, Andrew, 49, is self-deprecat- 
ing, fun and very engaging. His enthusiasm is 
infectious and it's easy to see why the Queen

entrusted him with her own horses so much. 
Growing up at Kingsclere where his father, 
Tan, successfully trained the Epsom Derby 
champion, Mill Reef, in 1971, he knew from 
an early age he wanted to follow in his dad's 
footsteps. 

Taking over from his dad in 2003, he has 
since gone on to enjoy considerable global 
success with wins in Dubai, Hong Kong, 
Australia and at home in races such as last 
year's Coronation Stakes. 

He also works with some of the biggest 
jockeys in the business, including Frankie

Dettori. “I grew up around it all and itis very 
difficult not to get absorbed in it,” he says. 
“Pve never for one minute regretted it.” 

The one race that has, however, eluded 
him so far is the Derby, an ambition he 
would still love to fulfil like his beloved dad 
and just as the Queen dreamed of doing so. 

“I would love to win the Derby” he 
admits. “And we were second again this year, 
so we are getting closer. But it only happens 
once a year and you don't get many horses 
good enough to even run in it” 

Rising every morning at 6.30am and going 


to bed “straight after the 10 o'clock news”, 
Andrew readily admits he lives and breathes 
the sport 

His wife, Anna-Lisa, whom he tied the 
knot with in 2005 and with whom he shares 
two sons and a daughter, would happily 
testify to this. 

She tells the documentary that Andrew 
loves pouring over the racing calendar fix- 
ture as soon as it is published. 

“What I love about racing is the uncer- 
tainty,” he explains. “No one wants to finish 
at the back and it doesn't matter if you are 
the Queen of England, it's every man or 
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woman for themselves. You can't buy success 
and there is no exact formul 

“If you go to a performance of 
Shakespeare you know how Hamlet ends. 
With racing, it's an ever changing plot.” 

And it's this unpredictability, adds Andrew, 
that makes the lows equally tough to over- 
come. “One minute you are up and another 
you can be at the bottom” he admits. “Lows 
come with sport and you have to take the 
punches. 

“The thing with horse racing though is it 
doesn't matter what your history [of previ- 
ous wins] is. You can't fall asleep at the 
wheel” 


OARING with laughter as he goes 

on to insist that despite the enor- 

mous pressure he doesn't go to bed 
dreaming about horse racing, the ardent 
Southampton FC supporter says he gets a lot 
of pleasure from watching his three children 
play sport. 

He doesn't, however, ride horses anymore. 

“1 used to when I was younger but I 
haven't ridden for 20 years,” he explains. 

“I have so much that is going on around 
me now but if someone does fall off, at least I 
can run and catch their horse!” 

His two sons, Jonno and Toby, are already 
showing signs of following in his footsteps. 
“My two boys are very knowledgeable,” 
Andrew says, beaming as he does. “They are 
light years ahead of where I was at the same 
age and I would be very surprised if they 
don't want to be involved” 

None of his incredible racing success, that 
has also seen him triumph at Royal Ascot, 
would be possible without his wife, Anna- 
Lisa. Working closely together running the 
family business, he puts “tolerance” down as 
the secret of their very happy marriage. 

Agreeing he does feel very lucky to have 
met a woman as passionate about racing as 
he is, Andrew confides: “The input she has 
put in is enormous and a fair amount of tol- 
erance is what makes it [our marriage) 
work!” 

Aside from winning the Derby, would 
Andrew, who turns 50 this year, like to fol- 
low Clare's footsteps and move into TV? 

“Oh gosh no, this Prime Video series is a 
one off and I've no interest in doing other 
TV, he replies.

Police officers stabbed 
In frenzied 6am attack 


A BRAVE policewoman suffered 
“massive” blood loss and a colleague 
was stabbed in the neck and chest, in a 
horrific knife attack yesterday. 

The female PC was slashed in the 
arm after confronting a man who had 
been seen with a weapon. 

He then turned on her male col- 
league who had chased him, stabbing 
him three times in the neck and once 
in the chest during a vicious struggle. 

The savage attack happened in 
Shaftesbury Avenue, central London, 
at 6am, as people queued less than a

mile away to pay their respects to the 
Queen. Other officers subdued the 
man using Tasers, pepper-style spray 
and a baton. 

The male PC's wounds were “very 
serious” and the policewoman's injury 
could prove to be life-changing, the 
Metropolitan force said. Both were in 
a stable condition in hospital. 

A man in his 20s was in custody 
last night. Hotel worker Arunas 
Ambrulevius, who saw the attack, 


said: “The police had got the knife out 
of his hand. It fell on the ground but 
then he grabbed it and went at them.” 

Taxi driver Youssef Boucetta, 27, 
who wrapped his jacket around 
the policewoman, said: She was 
screaming, Tve been stabbed, Tve 
been stabbed!”.

UKRAINE President Volodymyr 
Zelensky yesterday  accused 
Russia of perpetrating a horrific 
trail of death — after a mass burial 
site was uncovered in the newly 
retaken city of Izyum. 

Authorities in the north-eastern 
city, recently freed from Russian 
occupation, said hundreds of bod- 
ies had been found. 

Regional police head Volodymyr 
Tymoshko reported more than 
400 Ukrainian corpses were 
thought to have been buried there. 

Alluding to a growing number 
of such mass graves being uncov- 
ered in the wake of the ongoing 
Russian retreat, a disgusted 
President Zelensky said: “Russia 
leaves death everywhere” 


Similar grim discoveries were 
made earlier in the war in Bucha, 
near the capital Kyiv, and also 
near Mariupol, the key south-east- 
em Ukrainian port occupied by 
Russian troops.

Lucky Queen.

RAVELLING to the war-torn country 

of Iraq where murderous Isis militias 

still operate, Sir Michael Palin had no 

idea the riskiest part of his visit 

might involve climbing an ancient 

spiral staircase. But, as he explains, 
he had good reason to feel genuine fear. 

The conical-shaped Malwiya minaret at 
the Great Mosque of Samarra is more than 
170-feet high with no railing. Which offers 
little comfort or obvious safety to the brave 
souls who have climbed it for 1,000 years — 
one false step and you'll meet your maker. 

So no wonder the veteran traveller was 
struck by a horrible bout of vertigo while 
filming at its top for his latest series, 
Into Iraq. 

“Pve been 15,000-ft up Everest but going 
up this unprotected minaret was far worse,” 
he admits. “Once I got on top, my first piece 
to camera was so shaky. I sounded about as 
relaxed as someone giving a confession after 
a criminal arrest” 

Thankfully, his vertigo quickly passed. 
“Once I'd done the second piece, I was abso- 
lutely fine. I loved being up there and 1 felt 
very safe” 

Might the trip, at 79, bookend his career as 
a professional traveller? Palin isn't sure. 

“People say, “Where are you going to 
now? I say “The chemist' ” he smiles. 

“I'm not quite sure how much travelling 
Tve got [left] to do. I feel enormously privi- 
leged and grateful that I've been able to do 
as much travelling as I have in the last 35 
years... an extraordinary amount of interest- 
ing and exciting times, and adventure. 

“But there's a certain point that you"ve got 
to be careful... Channel 5 seem to be quite 
keen on sending me to places where they 
can kill me!” 

Undoubtedly, currently one of the world's 
most dangerous countries, Iraq has intrigued 
the former Python since he was seven when 
his father gave him Tales From The Arabian 
Nights. The stories of thieves, genies and sor- 
cerers sparked a lifelong wanderlust. 

However Palin's new documentary is not 
so much concerned with the past, but rather 
a desire to seek the truth about modern-day 
Iraq, which is so often diminished to being a 
land of bloodshed, war and brutal 
dictatorships. 

“I was driven by curiosity, and the thing 
that keeps me travelling is to go somewhere 
Pve never been to before — Iraq, rather like 
North Korea [which he visited in 2018], has 
a sort of status as a country that failed in 
some way,” he says. 

“So, it was a country that was relatively 
new, where terrible things had gone wrong, 
and I wanted to see how the country had 
coped with it” 

He arrives in Turkey where he follows the 
River Tigris south across the border into 
Kurdistan and Mosul, which fell to Isis hands 
in 2014 until its international liberation 
in 2017. 


ROM there, he journeys to Erbil, 
Tikrit, Baghdad and Basra. The con- 
trasts between the places are startling. 
He encounters frivolity and excite- 
ment in a raucous New Year celebration in 
the small mountainous town of Akre where 
fireworks are ignited before a torch-lit pro- 
cession winds up the mountain at night. 
“It is a mix between Glastonbury and 
Apocalypse Now,” he quips. 
Oil-rich Iraqi Kurdistan benefits 
financially from its close proxim- 
ity to Turkey and its capital city, 
Erbil, was flush with wealth and 
promise. During his stay, he 
meets Huda Sarkaug 
Abdulrahman, an TIragi 
Kurd, who explains how 
Kurds in Iraq feel more 
at home there than in 
Turkey. “Kurdistan is a 
part of Iraq, and yet 
has a great deal of 
autonomy — they

“They have oil, so they get money from oil.

“You can get any food 
you want, you can get a smart tailor who 
makes suits in traditional Kurdish style. They

Palin meets children living in the few 
homes still standing. An experience that 
leaves him close to tears.

But there was still a welcome for you, people 
would still come and talk to you, boys would 
let you use their catapult; that made it some- 
thing of a high point in terms of human con- 
tact.

As he ventures further south, he finds a 
greater undercurrent of instability. 

Modern-day Iraq was created in 1920 by 
the British following the end of the First 
World War and the collapse of the Ottoman 
Empire. As a result, there remain huge differ- 
ences between its people descended from 
different tribes and cultures. 

“It's difficult to find national pride in a 
strong or obvious way,” says Palin. 

Military checkpoints dominate the roads 
and there are ominous warnings about Isis 
militia operating in the shadows. In Saddam 
Hussein's birthplace of Tikrit, he finds the 
dictator's crumbling palaces before being 
taken to a memorial for the Camp Speicher 
massacre, considered one of the worst atroci- 
ties in recent history. 

It was here in 2014 by the Tigris that 1,700 
Shia military cadets were murdered in cold 
blood by Isis, many of the young men were 
shot and pushed into the river. Others were 
buried in mass graves. Pictures of the young 
men who died line the wall nearby.

“And to be told we couldn't do that made 
me aware that there was a danger, a higher 
risk than any of the places I've been before.” 

A self-proclaimed optimist, Palin didn't 
feel frightened at any point before or during 
the trip. “It's worse when you're contemplat- 
ing it from a distance and people are saying, 
“Oh, you shouldn't go there)” he says. 
“When I'm actually there, I meet people, 
smile, share the food and immediately you 
relax a bit” 

How did his family feel about him going to 
Iraq? “My wife [Helen] is normally very sup- 
portive [of my trips] — the longer [they are], 
the quicker she agrees,” Palin jokes. But he 
admits his spouse, to whom he has been mar- 
ried for 56 years, had her concerns. 

“She was really worried and I think that's 
reflected in the way Iraq is seen,” he says. 

It was only three years ago that Palin

“It has made me aware that you can't just 
say, “Oh, Iraq: failed state, war — that's the 
end of it” he adds. “This is a country that, 
ike it or not, doesn't work that well but it 
has to be there for the future.

Referee! Children 
to get sent off for 
heading the ball

CHILDREN will be sent off in 
football matches if they 
deliberately head the ball to stop 
a goal, it has been revealed. 

The FA has sent the guideline 
to junior teams which are testing 
its new safety initiative aimed 
at reducing brain damage 
in footballers. 

The trial begins this weekend 
and will involve teams from 
under-sixes up to under-12s. The 
pilot scheme will prohibit players 
from heading the ball in 
training and matches for the 
2022-23 season. 

And a “deliberate header” to 
stop a goalbound shot will result 
in a red card, in the same way a 
goal-line handball results in a

dismissal. Yellow cards will be 
shown to players if they stop a 
“promising opposition attack” by 
deliberately heading the ball. A 
child who “persistently offends” 
will also be booked. 

But some coaches fear the rules 
will destroy the game. 

Mike Statham, an under-12s 


coach for Hessle FC in Hull, said: 
“The new law in grassroots foot- 
ball is going to ruin the game. 
Heading is a natural reaction in 
football. This trial is going to be 
an absolute mess” 

Research has linked the 
repeated heading of a football 
with brain function decline. 

In 2002, former England star 
Jeff Astle, 59, died from a neuro- 
degenerative disease that an 
expert told his inquest was likely 
to have been exacerbated by 
heading a football. 

An FA spokesman said: “We 
want to mitigate against any 
potential risks and implement 
restricted heading.” 

After the trials are completed 
the FA hope to roll out the head- 
ing rule to all players under 12. 
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HEY were labelled “Lilibet and 

Lilliput” — the latter on account of 

the fact Princess Margaret was no 

more than five feet tall. They were 

the best of friends, and the worst of 

friends. The royal pair, four years 
apart, were chalk and cheese. 

As Margaret's biographer Craig Brown 
pointed out: “Margaret was wild. Lilibet was 
tidy — she'd hop out of bed several times a 
night to make sure her shoes were straight 
and her clothes tidy” 

Indeed, from the very earliest days there 
was a rivalry between the two. As a result, 
the princesses' nursery didn't always run on 
an even keel and they often fought — 
Elizabeth had a mean left hook, but 
Margaret liked to get in close and was known 
to bite. 

“The elder girl seemed the more digni- 
fied” recalled another biographer, Tim 
Heald, “and she was able to control her tem- 
per generally. Margaret was naughtier, but 
adept at kissing and making up as if nothing 
had happened” 

The competition between the two was 
keen from the start. 

While decisions over the girls early educa- 
tion were made with Elizabeth in mind, it 
was Margaret who proved the more preco- 
cious student — she would constantly try to 
narrow the age gap between herself and her 
sister. When Lilibet started French lessons, 
Margaret (or Princess Margaret Rose, as she 
was known in the early days) would eaves- 
drop at the door and show off her superior 
accent in front of the King and Queen. 

This led, in the early days, to Lilibet acting 
younger than her age, Margaret older. 

“I wish Lilibet could get away from the lit- 
tle-girl atmosphere that Margaret inevitably 
gives her” noted their friend Alathea 
Fitzalan Howard in her diary. “I adore 
Margaret but it's such a pity she keeps her 
sister back.” 

This situation perhaps wasn't helped by 
their mother the Queen who dressed them 
as twins, made them share the same room, 
and attend the same activities. Lilibet had 
the edge by getting horse riding lessons first, 
and being allowed an extra half-hour at 
bedtime. 


NADDITION, the girls were constantly 

reminded of their unique position, and 

though friends were allowed — some- 
times - to come to the royal family homes, 
King George VI was determined they should 
remain apart from mere mortals. “We Four” 
was how he described the family unit, mean- 
ing: “We are royal and everyone else isn't.” 

As they grew, it was Margaret who cap- 
tured people's attention first with her big 
piercing blue eyes, her bell-like laughter and 
her naughtiness. 

She resented the fact that Lilibet, as future 
sovereign, was now getting extra lessons and 
would find ways to draw attention to herself 
by, for example, disappearing and sending 
her parents and staff into a near-panic until 
she appeared nonchalantly from hiding. 

She would shatter her father's anger by 
making jokes — on one occasion, she asked 
him, “Papa, do you sing 'God Save My 
Gracious Me?” “She could twist him round 
her little finger,” recalled one courtier. 

“Elizabeth responded to Margaret's antics 
with exasperated tolerance” writes their 
joint biographer Andrew Morton. “While 
Margaret rolled around with laughter, 
Elizabeth went into hiding, cringing with 
embarrassment while grudgingly admiring 
her sister's nerve.” 

The crucial part of the sisters” upbringing 
was lived out at Windsor Castle during the 
Second World War, and quite soon a young 
blond naval officer came into their lives. 

Prince Philip of Greece had been given the

job of hosting the two young princesses 
when they paid a visit to Dartmouth Royal 
Naval College in 1939. 

The prince was 18, Lilibet was only 13 — 
but old enough to be smitten by what she 
saw. Later Philip, bronzed and toughened by 
war, came to visit Windsor Castle where he 
was sized up by the King and Queen as a 
possible future husband for Lilibet — he was, 
after all, a war hero — but there was little 
point, she'd already made up her mind he 
was the one for her. 

At about the same time, onto the royal 
staff came a Battle of Britain flying ace called 
Peter Townsend. In 1945, at the war's end, he 
was approaching his 31st birthday — Margaret 
was 15. But as Lilibet had said, years before, 


“Margaret always wants what I want” — and 
history was about to repeat itself. Margaret 
fell for the married father-of-two and nothing 
in her stubborn personality would permit 
anybody to dislodge this great new love. 


HE Margaret/Townsend love scandal 
would not erupt for another eight 
years, just days after the Queen's 
Coronation, but a question mark still remains 
over exactly when the ill-starred lovers 
became close. As Queen, Elizabeth had to 
find some means of damping down her excit- 
able sister's passion, and on her orders he 


was exiled to Brussels for a year. The parting 
was a harrowing one which drove a wedge 
between the two sisters - from Margaret's 
standpoint, Lilibet had married her war hero, 
why shouldn't she? 

In the end, of course, Margaret married 
Tony Snowdon, the old Etonian photogra- 
pher with a rackety past and a bohemian set 
of friends. 

Was Lilibet just a tad jealous of her kid sis- 
ter, with her freewheeling life of parties and 
jollity? 

By now she'd been slogging away at being 
the sovereign for seven years, and when 
Margaret and Snowdon tied the knot at 
Westminster Abbey on May 6, 1960, she was 
not in the best of humour. Diarist Kenneth 


Rose described “her sulking Queen Victoria 
face throughout the entire service — not a 
ghost of a smile”. 

But in the end, Lilibet ended up being 
much closer to Snowdon — who took some 
stunning pictures of her — than Margaret, 
who ended up hating her husband. 

The Roddy Llewellyn affair which suppos- 
edly broke up the royal couple — in fact, 
Snowdon had hardly led a blameless life dur- 
ing the loyal marriage and was as much to 
blame — Lilibet approached with caution. 

Initially, she banned him from royal 
premises and only at her sister's 50th birth- 
day party, six years after the relationship 
began, did she deign to acknowledge him for 
the first time. “Over the years the Queen had

done everything possible to accommodate 
and welcome the men in Margaret's life,” 
writes Andrew Morton. 

“But not this one. The Queen drew the line 
at his perceived involvement in the first-ever 
royal divorce in well over 400 years.” 

For the first time in their lives, the two sis- 
ters were in direct conflict. 

But the problem was solved when 
Llewellyn backed out of the relationship and 
announced his engagement to another 
woman. “I'm really happy for him,” Margaret 
lied. 

“Anyway, I couldn't have afforded him 
much longer!” Margaret, the roistering, way- 
ward, imperious kid sister of the Queen, 
never quite got over the fact that she'd

ADY ANNE was  unsurprised. 

Margaret's defiant streak extended 

to her sister, even though she was 
the monarch. 

“I always noticed that she had a very sub- 
tle strategy for one-upmanship, which con- 
tributed to the constant bickering that went 
on between her and the Queen Mother” 

Ever resourceful, even in these tricky dip- 
lomatic circumstances, Lady Anne told the 
Queen to come back with her, strode into 
the bedroom and switched off the radio. 

She poured tea and got the sisters talking, 
then quietly withdrew. 

It was to be one of the last conversations 
between the sisters — and it nearly didn't 
happen. 

Margaret's funeral took place at St 
George's Chapel, Windsor, in February 2002, 
50 years to the day since her father's funeral 
in the same place. 

It was to be the last outing for the Queen 
Mother — less than two months later, she 
died at the age of 102. 

Fascinatingly, she had stipulated that she 
wanted to be buried with her father 
King George VI, but since the 
Queen Mother's final resting place 
was to be beside her husband, 
and there was no more room, it 
was arranged that — uniquely 

for a major royal - she would 
be cremated so that her

A FORMER BBC local radio DJ has 
been jailed for five and a half years 
after being convicted of four stalk- 
ing charges against broadcasters 
including Jeremy Vine in which he 
“weaponised the internet” against 
those he targeted. 

Alex Belfield was found guilty 
after a trial at Nottingham Crown 
Court last month of waging a 
relentless stalking campaign during 
which Mr Vine was subjected to an 
“avalanche of hatred”. 

The'TV and radio host called him 
“the Jimmy Savile of trolling”. 


Alarm 


The trial had heard Belfield 
repeatedly posted or sent abusive 
messages, videos and emails. 

Jurors accepted Belfield, 42, 
caused serious alarm or distress to 
two victims. 

He was found guilty of “simple” 
stalking in relation to Channel 5 
and BBC Radio 2 presenter Mr Vine 
and regarding theatre blogger 
Philip Dehany. 

BBC Radio Northampton pre- 
senter Bernie Keith was said to

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H WHAT a mess I have got myself 
into. It was daft enough at the age 
of 84 deciding to start a new life 
with a new woman in a new house 
in a brand-new place. 

T knew 1 might fall ill — after all, 1 
had a triple heart bypass op four years ago — 
or something simple could go wrong, like 
falling over, which I seem to do often these 
days, sometimes totally sober (how would I 
find a hospital or even a GP in a new town? 

But I didn't expect this to happen. 

I suppose it all started when my wife 
Margaret died six years ago, after 55 years 
of marriage. 

We met when she was still at school in 
Carlisle and 1 had just become a student. 

After she died, I sold the country home 
we owned in Lakeland for 30 years and gave 
the proceeds to our three children. 

After about a year on my own, I began to 
feel lonely: having to cook for myself and 
sleep on my own. I have loads of friends, an 
active social and work life and I did not plan 
to get married again. In my head, T am still 
married to my wife Margaret. 

But I began to yearn to have a love heart, 
a kindred spirit, a companion — someone to 
go on holiday with. 

For the last four years, I have had a girl- 
friend.We had great times, and holidays, but 
did not live together. We each had our 
own house and family. 

We'd been going out for three years before 
we reached the stage of considering it. 

Then we decided against it: I could not 
live in her house in south London; it was too 
clean and white and immaculate for me. I 
would be scared to sit down. 

And she could not live in my battered 
Victorian house near Hampstead Heath in 
north London. 

It was too scruffy; it would upset her. 

So two years ago, we decided to find a 
country cottage together, a love nest just 
for us where we could spend the rest 
of our lives 

I can't remember why we chose the Isle of 
Wight. Neither of us knew it. 

I was last there in 1966 when I came to 
interview the governor of Parkhurst prison, 
whose inmates at the time included the 
Great Train Robbers and a Kray Brother. 
Hard to believe the Home Office today 
would allow a diary columnist to go into a 
prison and meet the governor. 

We first visited the island in the summer 
of 2020. It was still a time of high Covid and 
we had come on the car ferry to look at 
what sounded like a fab cottage in a place 
called Seaview. It turned out to be as attrac- 
tive as the estate agents had promised, with 
a garden front and back. 

Alas, we had not realised it was sur 
rounded by a new estate.

What was No.10 Downing 
Street before it became the 
residence of prime ministers? 
P Rhodes, Leeds 


The earliest recorded building 

on the site was the Axe 
brewery, later called the King's 
Head, which was leased by 
Abingdon Abbey in the Middle 
Ages. In the 16th century, Henry 
VIII passed the building on to a 
goldsmith and jeweller, who was 
allowed to use it as a storehouse 
for his art during his lifetime. 

In 1581, Elizabeth I leased the 
first domestic house there to 
Sir Thomas Knyvett, who was 
one of the queen's favourites — he 
led the search of Parliament's 
cellars that resulted in Guy 
Fawkes” arrest. 

The street owes its name to an 
unpleasant nobleman, George 
Downing, who commissioned Sir 
Christopher Wren to design 15 
terraced houses there. Samuel 
Pepys, who lived near Downing 
Street, on Axe Yard, described 
Downing as a “perfidious rogue”. 

The last private occupant was a 
man called Mr Chicken, who lived 
there in the 1730s, and it has 
been the locale of British prime 
ministers since 1735.

Official school exams have 

been around since 1858. 
Universities, notably Oxford 
and Cambridge, were asked to 
produce exams — but only a small 
proportion of students across the 
country sat them, and girls were 
not allowed until almost a decade 
later. In England, going to school 
was not even compulsory until 
the late 19th century. 

Some of the first exams came 
from the University of Cambridge 
Local Examinations Syndicate 
(UCLES), and they were for 
juniors (under 16) and seniors 
(under 18), and took place in 
schools or local church halls. 

Subjects included English, 
maths, RE, zoology, geology, Latin 
and Greek, and questions from 
1858 included: “In what three 
ways was our Lord tempted in the 
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wilderness?” Students were 
required to memorise chunks of 
information, for instance recalling 
Bible verses, drawing maps of 
mountain ranges and listing the 
names of kings and queens, and 
dates of battles. 

From 1918, these were replaced 
by the School Certificate for 16 
year-olds and a Higher School 
Certificate, taken at 18. But most 
children left school at 14 without 
formal qualifications. 

The 1944 Education Act 
brought the biggest reform, 
extending free secondary 
education to all, and introducing 
the tripartite system (grammar, 
technical and modern) with 
compulsory education to 15 and, 
later, 16. 

Fee-paying at state schools was 
banned and church schools were 
also brought into the fold.

Her grandmother, 
Martha Jane, doted on her and was 
a gifted storyteller, who encour- 
aged Mavis to speak confidently.

KENNETH Starr became 
one of the most loathed yet 
respected lawyers in the 
US when he exposed 
President Bill Clinton's 
affair with White House 
intern Monica Lewinsky. 
As the Independent 
Counsel he was appointed 
in 1994 to probe the suicide 
of White House deputy 
counsel Vince Foster and 
the controversial 
Whitewater investments of 
Bill and Hillary Clinton. 
However, his brief was 
expanded to include Bill 
Clinton's relationship 
with Lewinsky in an 
investigation which lasted 
five years and cost a 
staggering $40million. 
His report, published in 
1998, pulled no punches. 
The public learned of 
stains on Lewinsky's blue 
dress and how a cigar had 
featured in their affair. 
Former White House 
secretary Linda Tripp 
handed over 22 hours of

taped conversations to 
him. She even put on a wire 
to meet Lewinsky. Despite 
Bill Clinton famously 
saying. “l did not have 
sexual relations with that 
woman”, all the evidence 
pointed to the opposite. 

Clinton was impeached 
but later acquitted on 
both articles of 
impeachment, perjury and 
obstructing justice. 

Kenneth Winston Starr 
was born in Vernon, Texas. 

His political colours 
became clear at Sam 
Houston High School, 
where he distributed 
leaflets supporting Richard 
Nixon. He read law at Duke 
University. His greatest 
unfulfilled ambition was 
to be appointed to the 
Supreme Court as a judge, 
but following the Starr 
Report his reputation had 
been tarnished. 

Starr returned to private 
practice and in 2020 was in 
the legal team which 
defended Donald Trump in 
impeachment proceedings. 
He is survived by wife Alice 
and their three children.

Ornamental vines 

Most people think there are two types of grape vines - 
those for eating and those for making wine. But 
there's a third, vines that have decorative leaves and 
edible fruit - and there are two top varieties. 

Vitis vinifera “Purpurea" has deep red leaves that 
turn purple in the autumn, matching the bunches of 
small sweet grapes that ripen at the same time. 
“Brandt” has green leaves that take on bold orange 
and red autumn tints from now onwards, with bunches 
of small, sweet, black grapes. 

Both of their fruits are small, tasty and sweet. In a 
good summer, they will ripen enough to make 
enjoyable eating as dessert fruit. If the summer turns 
out to be a dud, the fruits don't develop enough 
sugars, but they are still good for making wine. 


SPOTLIGHT ON... 
growing garlic 


Vampires beware - garlic 
cloves (the sort 
intended for planting 
as opposed to 
eating) are 
available in 
garden centres 
right now. 

Garlic 
varieties fall 
into two basic 
groups. Softneck 
are the most 
popular. These 
produce a lot of 
smallish cloves that store 
well. 

They are the earliest to be usable, 
ready as early as June, but only if they 
are planted in autumn. October is ideal as it gives 
them time to take root before winter sets in, but you 
can plant up to December. Softneck varieties include 
Early Purple Wight and Solent Wight. 

Hardneck varieties, such as Lautrec Wight and 
Chesnok Wight, are often regarded by enthusiasts as 
the gourmet garlics. They have fewer but bigger 
cloves, but they don't keep well so need using soon 
after they are ready. 

They can be planted in spring to avoid risk of 
rotting over winter, but autumn planting gives 
larger crops. 

If you're worried about a dud winter, you could 
hedge your bets and delay planting dormant cloves 
outside until early spring. But your crop will be 
smaller and it won't be ready until much later in the 
season, perhaps August or September. 

Be sneaky with garlic and start it under cover. Plant 
individual cloves in a small pot filled with a 50/50 
mixture of John Innes Potting Compost No 2 and 
multipurpose compost. Keep them in a cold frame or 
greenhouse and plant them out in spring.

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ery few electric cars are actually 

fun to drive. Usually they're too 

heavy with dulled responses, 

though BMW's i4 and Renault's 
Megane E-Tech hatchback are notable 
exceptions. 

This will no doubt change in the 
future as batteries are made lighter 
and more efficient but, for now, many 
new EVs are pretty unrewarding 
behind the wheel. 

However, few are as poor as the 
new Volkswagen ID.5 we're testing 
this week. 

Jts unladen weight is 2,117kg and 
that's about par for course for an 
electric SUV of these dimensions. But 
what really makes this car poor to 
drive is its steering which is overly 
stiffand has very little feel. 

In fact, it is possibly the worst T've 
experienced in a vehicle since the 
power steering belt snapped in my 
old Chevrolet pick-up truck. 

The ID.5 is a coupe version of the 
ID.4 SUV. There's a high-performance 
version of the car called the GTX 
which has two electric motors with a 
combined power output of 295bhp. It 
has a top speed of 114mph and does 
0-62mph in 6.3sec. 

The regular ID.5, which we're 
testing, has a single electric motor 
with either 174PS or 204PS (ours has 
the latter) and the same 77kWh hour 
battery as the GTX. Its range is 
impressive at 313 miles and indica- 


tions from our test drive are that it 
will achieve 300 miles on a charge if 
youre careful. 

Cars with the lower output motor 
are called Performance and those 
with the 204PS motor Pro 
Performance. 

There are three trim levels running 


through Style, Tech and Max. Ours is 
in Tech trim which means a price 
without options of £54,640 

— so not cheap. 

When you bear that in mind, the 
ID.5s interior trim is rather disap- 
pointing. 'm not one ofthose critics 
whos fixated by plastic hardness and

scratchy surfaces, but it has to be said 
that some of the materials used on 
the dashboard and door cards do not 
look or feel as though they belong on 
a car at this price point. 

Ifyou have read any ofour previous 
tests of recent Volkswagen Group 
cars you would know we are less than 


impressed by the infotainment 
systems they offer. 

The current version, as used on 
this car, has far too many touch 
sensitive buttons, not enough 
analogue controls and requires the 
driver to spend too much time within 
the screen to control simple 
functions. 

Ifyoure a regular reader you'll have 
heard me banging on about it before 
but Tl stop criticising VW's current 
system when it's replaced with 
something more usable. 

Despite the sloping rear bodywork 
that gives the car its coupe-like tail, 
the ID.5 is not short on headroom for 
passengers in the back. There's plenty 
ofleg and shoulder room, too. 

Surprisingly, the boot is actually 
bigger than the luggage space in the 
IDA with 549 litres against the boxier 
ID.4's 543 litres. 

That sloping roof does have some 
effect though because the capacity 
with the seats down is 1,561 litres, 
which is a reduction of 95 litres on 
the other car. 

The ID.5 feels as though it has a 
stiffer ride than the ID.4 and I don't 
remember that car having such a 
compromised steering feel, either. 

Unless you are grabbed by the 
ID.5s more curvaceous rear-end 
styling then I don't see a reason 
for choosing one over the cheaper 
and better IDA.

Retailers suffer poor sales 
as shoppers rein in spending 


THE pound tumbled to a 37-year low 
against the dollar yesterday, dubbed 
“Bleak Friday” by City experts.

Dan Evans won the day's opening 
match, defeating Tallon Griekspoor 
6-4 6-4, giving Norrie the chance to 
hand the hosts an unassailable 2-0 
lead last night.
